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Weizman in Knesset debate: 

‘We’re in Hebron and 
we’re staying there’

"We have returned to Hebron, 
and we shall stay there," Defence 
Minister Brer Welxrean declared in 
the Knesset yesterday. He was 
mailing a government statement on 
the situation In Hebron, following 
the murder there last Thursday of 
Jehoshua Sloma, a Klryat Art) a 
yeshlva student. 

Weizman made no specific 
reference to the suggestion made at 
last Sunday’s cabinet meeting that 
five houses In Hebron formerly 
owned by Jews be re- occupied by 
Jews. Hie suggestion, proposed by 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
is to be discussed at next Sunday's 
cabinet meeting. 

At the conclusion of yesterday's 


debate, the Knesset adopted a 
resolution “taking note" of Weiz- 
man's statement. It rejected an 
Alignment draft resolution express- 
ing opposition to the settlement of 
Jews in Hebron. 

“We have not returned to the City 
of the Patriarchs in order to dis- 
place the Arab Inhabitants,” Weiz- 
man said. "We have returned to it, 
and we shall remain there, because 
we were there In most periods of the 
past, and because it U our right to 
live in this area, which is rooted in 
our religious and national 
heritage." 

Weizman said that security 
measures In the territories would 
be tightened in order to ensure the

Senior officers in the Judea and 
Samaria military government last 
night were discussing whether to lift 
the curfew Imposed on the centre of 
Hebron since last week's murder of 
a Klryat Arba yeshlva student. 

The discussions in the military 
government headquarters at Belt 
El were presided over by area com- 
mander Tat-Ahif Bfnyamin Ben- 
EUezer. who met Hebron Mayor 
Fabd Kawasma yesterday mor- 
ning. 

Kawasma told The Jerusalem 
Post that Ben-EHezer promised to 
give him an answer on the curfew 
question by this morning at the 
latest. The mayor complained that 
the six-day restriction was creating 
Intolerable difficulties for residents 
of Hebron. 


Kawasma said that the question 
of allowing settlers from Klryat 
Arba to live in Jewlsb-owned 
property in Hebron had not come up 
during his meeting with Ben- 
Eliezer. 

The curfew was lifted for two and 
a half hours yesterday morning to 
allow residents to shop. 

Kawasma has received further 
messages of support from other 
West Bank mayors, who have 
promised to supply Hebron with 
food to make up for alleged shor- 
tages caused by the curfew. Hie 
East Jerusalem dolly "Al-Quds" 
yesterday carried a front page story 
headlined “Hebron suffers from 
food shortages."

Dozens : of iitli grade classes 
around , the country were struck 
yesterday as individual teachers 
challenged a labour court injunc- 
tion ■_ forbidding the secondary 
school teachers to strike. The 
“wildcat" strikes are expected to 
continue today. 

The Jerusalem district labour 
court yesterday extended its in- 
junction to Include all the country's 
teachers as well as the Secondary 
School Teachers Association and 
the HIstadrut Teachers Union 
(elementary schools). As earlier 
Injunction forbids only the union 
from striking or imposing sanctions 
until February 18. 

■ Informed sources said yesterday 
that many 12 th grades will be shut 
today as well, since the expanded 
injunction goes into effect only at 8 
p.m., to enable the teachers to 
appeal. 

. Earlier this week, the association 


had called a three day general 
strike starting yesterday in all 12th 
tprad e classes. 

, Hie Strike action was taken m 
schools in Carmiel,. Ramie, Tel 
Aviv, Holon, Y&hud, Ram at Gan, 
Hadera, Pardes Haima and Bnel 
Brak, an Informed source told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

An association spokesman last 
night told The Post that the union 
had to a degree lost control over Its 
members and that there was great 
pressure from the grass roots to 
embark on widespread sanctions 
after the court gives Its verdict on 
the teachers' demand for wage 
equity with the civil service 
engineers: 

The court Is currently discussing 
the issue and Is expected to give Its 
decision early next week. The in- 
junction against the secondary 
school teachers expires when the 
verdict is given.

A source close to the Yadlin fami- 
ly also told The Jerusalem Post that 
one day after his release, be will 
begin publishing chapters from bis 
book in "Yediot Aharonot.” 

The source said that YadJin’a ar- 
ticles, which were written in prison, 
"will raise wide public comment 
because they will expose details of 
famous figures,. who occupy top 
public positions.” 

“Yadlin. who considers himself 
extremely hurt by the verdict he 
Received and by the Indifference of 
many of his former friends, reveals 
affairs of corruption that the police 
will hardly be able to ignore," the 
source said.- 

The source also said that Yadlin, 
57, and tala new wife, Talla Livny- 
Yadlln, whom he married while in 
prison and who serves aa deputy of 
the legal adviser of the Defence 
Ministry, will soon leave for a short 
vacation abroad. "The rumours 
that Yadlin intends to leave Israel 
are groundless," the source said. 

One-third of the prison sentence 
is cancelled because of good 
.behaviour. He was arrested in Oc- 
tober 1976 and sentenced In 
February 1977.

Egypt cancels boycott 

Tohami’s 
shadow 
over talks

Israel and Egypt last night open- 
ed negotiations for advancing the 
Implementation of full normaliza- 
tion of relations, although the event 
was heavily overshadowed by the 
anti -Jewish statements made by 
Mohammed Hasson To ha ml — one 
of President Anwar Sadat’s top 
aides. 

Meeting In Tel Avtv, the 
negotiators were quick to voice 
assurances that Tohami’s attacks 
would not affect their determina- 
tion to establish complete bilateral 
ties. Their aim Is to set up com- 
mittees for negotiation of bilateral 
agreements in oil spheres by mid- 
March, instead of next July as 
stipulated by the peace treaty sign- 
ed last March. 

The normalization of relations 
went into effect on January 26 — 
one day after the completion of 
Israel’s Initial withdrawal from 
two-thirds of Sinai. The Egyptian 
parliament yesterday approved, 
although not unanimously, a law 
ending a 32-year-long boycott 
against Israel. 

The Egyptian team to the nor- 
malization talks is led by Gen. Taha 
Magdoub. who played a key role In 
the peace negotiations with Israel. 
His Israel! counterpart is Aluf 
Avraham Tamlr. 

The two teams held their first 
meeting last night at the Prime 
Minister's bureau at the Klrya In 
Tel Aviv — the office served as the 
forum for the Initial meeting of the 
Israel cabinet following the in- 
dependence of the state. They are 
due to meet again today and 
possibly on Sunday. 

Magdoub yesterday declined to 
comment on the controversial 
statements made by Tohaml. tell- 
ing reporters “please ask Mr, 
Tohaml. ” 

Cairo, too, withheld comment, 
although a reply for Jerusalem’s 
request for clarifications was 



believed to be forthcoming, 
possibly today. 

Ehud Ya’ari. Israel Television's 
Arab affairs reporter, last night 
reported that in a telephone conver- 
sation with Tohaml in Cairo, the 
Egyptian deputy prime minister 
declared that he stood behind every 
word attributed to him in the recent 
interview in the Kuwaiti “as- 
Slyasa." 

Ya'arl said that Tohaml had 
declared that henceforward he 
would speak out "with the whole 
truth" concerning the peace 
process and would not continue to 
be silent in the face of attacks on his 
role In that process. 

Ya'arl expressed his opinion that 
Tohaml had reacted to references 
to him In a recent Israeli book on 
the peace process. "The Year of the 
Dove." excerpts of which had been 
printed in the Kuwaiti paper 
without permission. 

Tohaml was reported to have 
taken exception especially to the 
version of the meetings between 
himself and farmer foreign 
minister Moshe Dayan, spread by 
Dayan himself. 

In reply to a question aa to 
whether he did not fear that his out- 
spoken comments could undermine 
Israeli confidence in Egypt's inten- 
tions, Tohaml was reported as say- 
ing that the truth must be told, and 
that the Israelis would have no 
rights If they continued to deny the 
rights of others. 


Central bank sees decrease 
imminent in interest rates

Bank of Israel economists expect 
a number of factors to lead to tower 
interest rates in the near future. 
Among the causes are slowed Infla- 
tion, lessened demand for credit, 
hanks’ liquidity surpluses and un- 
explolted credit ceilings. 

Bank Interest rates have not been 
raised since November, whereas 
until then they were increasing by 
about 5 per cent every month, to 
keep up with Inflation. Bank Leumi 
already reduced by 5 per cent a 
month ago, Its Interest rate on loans 
to agriculture producers and 
hoteliers. Now with Inflation slow- 
ing down, effective Interest is drif- 
ting upwards. 

The central hank announced 
yesterday that for the first time In 
over two years, the banks are show- 
ing a liquidity surplus, now stan- 
ding at ILlb. This compares to a 
deficit of IL5-6b. as recently as 
November. They have also failed of 
late to loan out a a much as they are 
allowed, even under the current 
credit freeze declared by the 
government last November. 

Slowed Inflation — January's 
price index rise is expected to be 6-, 
6.5 per cent — has even led to a fall 


in the rate of the Israel pound's 
devaluation, as Implemented by the 
Bank of Israel. 

Surplus credit being held by the 
banka is In both Israeli and foreign 
currency, a fact noted by the Bank 
of Israel In reply to cries by In- 
dustrialists who say they cannot 
pay cost-of-living increases to their 
workers and still continue produc- 
tion because of the credit freeze. 

In another new report, the Bank 
of Israel had declared that the 
economy has begun to alow down in 
recent months. The development 
has been characterized by an in- 
crease In unemployment on one 
hand, a drop in Imports on the 
other, and an accelerating rise in 
prices, until December. 

The bank's figures are In- 
conclusive on whether there has 
been a decrease in demand — the 
drop reported is primarily in 
production. But January was the 
third consecutive month, the 
Treasury has reported, in which 
Imports have dropped con- 
siderably. especially of durable 
items such as televisions and cars. 
An Increase was registered in 
January, however, for fuel imports, 
due to the rise in world prices. 


Syrian troops 
prepare to 
leave Beirut

Tension gripped northern and 
central Lebanon yesterday aa 
Syrian troops began preparing 
for their evacuation of Beirut 
and other coastal sites they 
have been policing ever since 
they Intervened to end a civil 
wax there in 1976. The Syrian 
departure from Beirut and 
neighbouring districts — set for 
tomorrow — Is part of their 
redeployment of forces in 
Lebanon rather than a 
withdrawal from that country. 

Plunged Into confusion over the 
Syrian decision to abandon the pop- 
ulated areas, the Lebanese govern- 
ment yesterday ordered its 
fragmented army to take over the 
country's Mediterranean coast. 
Parts of this coast have been the 
sites of bloody battles between an 
alliance of Moslem leftists and 
forces of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, against Lebanese 
Christine off and on over the past 
five yean. 

A prominent leader of Lebanon's 
leftist camp, Walid Junbl&tt, 
yesterday expressed fears that the 
Syrian evacuation of Beirut would 
leave a security vacuum that might 
lead to a renewal of the civil war. 

But at the same time, Junbl&tt 
speculated that the Syrian move 
may yet force Lebanon's warring 
factions to get together to explore 
the possibility of a national recon- 
ciliation. 

Judging by news reports out of 
Beirut, the Syrians indeed 
appeared to be pressing for such a 
reconciliation, in order to allow 
them to regroup their troops in 
militarily strategic locations in 
eastern Lebanon, closer to 
Damascus. The Syrians have made 
it clear that they want the Lebanese 
themselves — undoubtedly under a 
Syrian-backed government — to 


assume control in the western dis- 
tricts. Including Beirut and the 
coast. 

The role the Syrians visualized 
for the PLO remained unclear last 
night. PLO chief Yasser Arafat, 
who had hurried back to Beirut 
from a visit to Saudi Arabia after 
declaring his surprise over . Syria's 
latest moves In Lebanon, last night 
held extensive consultations with 
his top aides. 

The PLO seemed to be facing 
three choices. The first is to ac- 
qinuiesce the new Syrian strategy, 
which is apparently aimed at press- 
ing for reconciliation in Lebanon as 
a prelude to the extension of state 
authority to southern Lebanon, now 
run by private armies. The second 
Is to resist either the Lebanese 
hegemony in the coastal area or the 
Syrian domination of the eastern 
valleys, thus inflaming the civil 
war anew. The third is to avoid both 
authorities and go south- where its 
presence could aggravate Israel's 
security concerns. 

Observers In Beirut indicate that 
it is the third alternative that the 
Syrians expect the PLO to opt for. 
They point out that the Syrian deci- 
sion to pull back to the eastern 
valleys of Lebanon had been well- 
calculated in conjunction ‘with the 
Soviets, who last week dispatched 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
for talks in Damascus. The move 
had * number of Implications: 

• Any upheaval either In Beirut or 
especially In the south, could help 
divert Arab and Islamic, If not 
world, attention from Afgh anistan. 

• Hie eventual attention either of 
Beirut or the PLO will be directed 
to southern Lebanon, currently the 
main theatre of the Israel- Arab 
conflict. 

> It rationalises the deployment of 
Syrian troops which Damascus 
regards as essential with regard to 
its three major fronts: the internal 
front, the political rift with Iraq and 
the Golan front facing Israel. 


Mugabe uninjured after 
grenade attack on home 


SALISBURY (Reuter). — Rhode- 
sian Patriotic Front leader Robert 
Mugabe yesterday escaped 
assassination in a grenade attack 
on his Salisbury home, hut a senior 
aide was Injured in a separate 
rocket attack.. 

There was little damage at 
Mugabe's elegant bungalow in the 
fashionable, mainly white suburb of 
Mount Pleasant, where the grenade 
went off. Police chased and 
arrested two men after the attack, 
but declined to identify them. 

Mugabe’s aide, Rumbirai 
Kangai. was reported in satisfac- 
tory condition In a hospital after 
one of two anti-tank rockets fired at 
his home In another Salisbury sub- 
urb blasted into his bedroom. 

The Soviet-type RPG-7 rocket 
blew out the window of his bedroom 
and exploded Inside. Hie second 
rocket ploughed through a garden 
causing no damage. Police Iden- 
tified It a smaller RPG-2 anti-tank 
missile. 

Mugabe declined to speak to 
reporters when, surrounded by ' 
bodyguards, he came out of his 
home several hours after the attack 


to inspect the damage. 

Hie attacks were the eighth and 
ninth strikes against politician's 
homes since mid-December, when 
campaigning began in earnest for 
this month's pre-independence 
elections. 


Smuggled watches stopped in Sinai

Customs agents and Green Patrol 
members yesterday foiled an 
attempt to smuggle 500 watches, 
worth about ILim., across the new 
border from Egypt. The smugglers 
got across the line despite promised 
Egyptian attempts to fight the prac- 
tice as well. 

The Agriculture Ministry recently 
agreed to psslgn Green Patrol 
teams, normally engaged in preven- 
ting Beduln from entering state- 
owned land, to the southern border 
duty, where they work alongside 
IDF and police units as well as 
customs officials. Smuggling is 
relatively easy in the area, which is 
sparsely mined because until 
recently It was far to the rear of 
Israeli lines. 

Yesterday's attempt waa made 
by an Israeli Arab, and his cor with 


the watches waa confiscated after 
being caught by the Green Patrol aa 
he made his way north. He waa 
arrested and will be tried for 
attempted smuggling. 

Besides the mobile patrols, am- 
bush positions have been set up by 
the anti-smuggling forces, who have 
discovered several regularly 
travelled routes across the border. 
Recently, a front- wheel-drive vehi- 
cle was trapped as it emerged from 
the desert carrying containers of 
Egyptian cooking oil. 

Other commonly smuggled goods 
include cheap textiles, aimed main- 
ly at consumers of plain cloth in the 
administered territories, electrical 
appliances, cigarettes, and vehicle 
spore parts. 

Customs director Mordechal 
Bareket said lost night that in the 
small number of discussions held 
with the Egyptians on the subject. 


they promised to help In the war on 
smugglers by maintaining patrols 
of their own. He expressed hope that 
as relations ore broadened, there 
will be more coordination of efforts 
against the new plague. 

So far, there have been no known 
smuggling attempts across the Neot 
Sinai crossing point. The station Is 
already equipped with tax collec- 
tors, and two Israeli banka, 
Hapoalim and Leumi. have already 
opened branches and are engaged 
In changing Egyptian money for 
Israeli notes, at Bank of Israel 
rates. Interior Ministry border in- 
spetors. Israeli police and a Health 
Ministry representative are also 
present. 

Bareket said that the border sta- 
tion Is folly equipped to handle 
tourist traffic. Including vehicles in 
both directions. Hie border is open 
only five days a week— Sunday 
through Thursday.

Two Israeli Jews, one of them 
with tsritsiot (fringes) dangling over 
his pants, yesterday checked into 
the Falastin Hotel in Nablus and 
declared they will not leave until 
they get a borne In the area. 

The two, who would Identify 
themselves only as Baruch and 
Yitzhak had been forcibly removed 
from the Gush Emunlm camp near 
Rujeib when It was dismantled on 
Stuiday. They described 
themselves as members of the 
Eilon Moreh group but Baruch la a 
Gush Emunlm clerk who lived In 
Jerusalem. Yitzhak, who moved to 
the Ellon Moreh camp a few weeks 
ago, is from Haifa. 

The two arrived at the hotel in 
downtown Nablus at noon, carrying 
their belongings in plastic and other 
bags. 

They were given a three-bed

Dayan, who caused controversy 
during his term of office oyer 
meetings with known supporters of 
the Palestine Liberation 
Oiganlzatiom in the administered 
territories, met Nusselbeh, a 
former Jordanian defence 
minister, together with Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek. 

The encounter took place over 
coffee In Nusselbeh's East 
Jerusalem home after Kollek had 
escorted Dayan around 
archaeological excavations in the 
Old City. It lasted for about SO 
minutes. 

Nusselbeh, the chairman of the 


East Jerusalem Electric Company, 
was last night characteristically 
reticent about the meeting, but In- 
sisted that the discussion had been 
of the most general nature. 

“We talked on the Palestinian 
issue in a general sort of way," he 
told The Jerusalem Post, "and wc- 
changed views. "That- Is ail- " 
Nusselbeh said that the question of 
the electric company, whose con- 
cession the government plans to, 
take over next year "came up only 
incidentally." 

Nusselbeh said that there was no 
particular significance in his 
meeting Dayan. "The former 
foreign minister Is now a private 
member of parliament and I am an 
entirely private person, fully 
retired from political life." 

The Jerusalem question, 
Nussefbeh said, “was discussed as 
part of the Palestinian issue. 
Jerusalem is a pivotal matter and It 
was mentioned in that general con- 
text." The meeting was “only an 
exchange" he reiterated. 


‘Rothschild connection is not severed’ 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Lord James Rothschild yester- 
day pledged that he would Increase 
Us activities In support of Israeli 
Institutions despite recent reports 
in the Israel press that his cousin, 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild of 
France, was about to wind up most 
of his two-decades long vast 
business connections here. 

Speaking at the Rothschild prizes 
. allocation ceremony at Belt 
Hanassl, Lord Rothschild told the 
several hundred distinguished 
scientists, academics and in- 
dustrialists that he had not Intended 
to "do. anything... except award 
the. ..prizes," which were establish- 
ed three years ago and are given 
a nn ually for contributions to in- 
dustrial export-geared Innovation. 
But, Lard Rothschild said: 


“Something occurred.. in the last 
few weeks that makes It necessary 
for me to say something, something 
which I hope will be widely 


reported in the national press.' 

He singled out an article publish- 
ed in The Jerusalme Poet over two 
weeks ago under the headline "The 
beginning of the end of the 
Rothschild connection." “There is 
no truth whatsoever In that 
headline," Lord Rothschild said 
Angrily. "In fact, the reverse is the 
case and I expect Yad Hanadiv (the 
Rothschild philanthropic institute) 
to become Increasingly active In 
Israel in the future," he stressed. 

Lord Rothschild went on to list his 
projects In Israel, - Including 
Everyman's University, the 
Jerusalem Music Centre and the 
body scanner at Tel Hashomer 


University fees will be IL26,000

Attorney-General Yitzhak tonmir 
Is checking the title-deeds of a 
number of buildings in Hebron 
which are . owned by Jews and .

Zamir was asked to do this at last 
Sunday's cabinet meeting In 
preparation for a discussion next 
Sunday about the proposal to 
reinstall Jewish residents In the 
same buildings.

Gush Emunlm claims that five 
buildings owned by Jews still bave 
mezuzot on the doors. Unconfirmed 
reports say' that renovations 
have been carried out lately, with 
the knowledge of the military 
government. In at least two 
buildings. 


(Ocnttmwd from page one) 
safety of the Inhabitants and 
freedom of movement. 

Recounting details of the murder. 
Welzman said that house-to-house 
. searches have been made in 
Hebron in an effort to find the 
murderer. Of the local residents 
arrested, 15 were still being detain- 
ed, he said. 

Welzman said that since Israel's 
return to Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza district. Israeli governments 
hnri acted “to ensure our right to 
settle in these areas, and move 
about there freely and securely, 
while maintaining neighbourly 
relations with the Arab In- 
habitants." 

There was no force and no factor 
that could put an end "to our securi- 
ty hold, our settlements, and our 
presence in these areas," Welzman 
said. , . 

He said the government would 
continue to strengthen the security 
and settlement infrastructure in the 
areas. These were essential for the 
defence of Israel's very survival 
and the right of Israelis to live and 
move freely everywhere in Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza district. 

In the debate that followed, 
former foreign minister Moahe 
Dayan (Independent) argued 
against Jewish settlement in the 
centres of Arab population. Kiryat 
Arba should be strengthened and Its 
industry developed, he said. "But 
what would be the point of settling a 
few Jewish families In Hebron, with 
its 60,000 Arabs?" This would be a 
serious error, he said. Dayan voted 
for the Alignment resolution. 

Geula Cohen (Tehlya-Banal) 
stated that Hebron Mayor 
Kawasma should he removed from 
office. “How can a man who, In his 
Initial reaction, justified the 
murder, continue to serve- as 
mayor?” 

To Illustrate her contention that 
the authorities were soft on subver- 
sives, Cbhen attempted to play a 
recording of the Fatah anthem, 
sung at an assembly of Arab 
students at the Hebrew University. 
But Deputy Speaker Chaike

Other points made in the debate 
were the following:

Leash or muzzle, not both, 
T.A. dog owners demand

TEL AVIV. — Some 200 dog owner s 
— accompanied by their yelping, 
growling and barking pets — con- 
verged on city hall here yesterday, 
to protest what they consider to be 
the municipality's harsh enforce- 
ment of draconian by-laws. 

The dog owners demanded that 
dogs be required either to be leash- 
ed or wear a muzzle, as In most 
towns, but not both, as decreed. by 
the Tel Aviv Municipality. 

The demonstrators, who claimed 
to constitute 20 per cent of Tel 
Aviv's population, demanded areas 
In which their dogs can be allowed 
to run and exercise. “We pay heavy 
taxes for our dogs' licences, but 
receive no municipal service In 
return. If the municipality wants 
dogs to be tied up, it must allot us 
grounds to exercise them on. They 
• get nervous and aggressive tied on 
a leash all the time," Eliahu 
Harari, founder of the Dog Owners 
Committee told The Jerusalem 
Post 

The Dog Owners described what 
they called the “brutal” behaviour 
of municipal inspectors, who grabb- ' 
ed dogs from the arms of helpless, 
old people and took them away to 
the city compound. "Why do they 
pick on the northern Tel Aviv 
neighbourhoods?'/ one elderly 
woman said. 'Td like to see those 


inspectors try to grab the. Dober- 
man. of a Hatifcva quarter youth.

Attorneys Am* 
non zichronl and Ellas Khory, 
agreed to cancel the suit they had 
filed last month demanding the 
complete evacuation of the site and 


the return of the land to its ow n ers. 
On Tuesday, State Attorney Gavrlel 
Bach notified the court that the site 
had been vacated and -that the 
Military Government had cancelled 
the closure orders for the area in 
accordance w£th last October's rul- 
ing that these orders were illegal. 

Bach suggested yesterday that 
the landowners' dominant motive 
in appealing to the court had been 
political and designed to embarrass 
the government since they knew It 
was doing Its utmost to vacate the 
'settlement as soon as possible. He 
added that the fact that the iettiers 
had acted In accordance with a 
government decision when they 
settled Ellon Moreh placed a cer- 
tain responsibility on the govern- 


ment. In addition, the government 
wanted to complete the evacuation 
In "a harmonious maimer avoiding 
needless confrontations.” he said.

A blistering attack on the Bank of 
Israel for its failure to protect the 
ordinary depositor against “unfair 
and high-handed tactics" of the 
commercial banks waa'made in the 
Knesset on Tuesday evening by 
Gustav Badlan (Likud-Llberals). 

Badlan made his charges In a mo- 
tion for the agenda. wMch was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

He called attention to the Banks' 
“double standard'* with regard to 
interest on current accounts. The 
depositor is charged Interest of 80- 
100 per cent per annum for each day 
that he Is overdrawn, Bedian said. 
But the banka pay interest of only 1 
or 2 per cent, once a year, on the 
lowest balance in the depositor's 
account in a given month. 

Badlan also called attention to 
the "unjustified gap" between the 
lapse of several days in the banks' 
recording of sums to be credited to 
the depositor's account and their 
immediate recording of the debits. 

He noted that he had recently met 
with the Governor of the Bank of 
Israel and the Controller of Bonks. 


He had called their attention to the 
failure of the banks to notify 
foreign-currency depositors, when 
they informed them of the 
automatic renewal of their ac- 
counts. that the Interest on short- 
term deposits was now higher than 
on 12 -month deposits. 

Badlan said that the Governor 
gave him half a dozen “reasons" 
why the Bank of Israel could not 
require the banks to notify 
depositors of the new rules of the, 
game. The Bank of Israel and the 
Controller of Banks were not doing 
their jobs: they were treating the 
banks with kid gloves, Badlan 
charged. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvltx, 
in his reply to Badlan 's motion, said 
that not all matters Involving the 
relations between banks and their 
customers are subject to tbe over- 
sight of the Bank of Israel. 

Many of these matters were 
determined here, as in any other 
system where customers voluntari- 
ly purchase services, on the basis of 
supply and demand, Hurvltx said. 
But he did not object to referring 
the motion to committee.

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Afghan city on strike 
over Soviet invasion 


KABUL. — An indefinite strike to 
protnst ngnlnst the presence ol 
Soviet- forces in Afghanistan has 
shut down markets in Kandahar, 
the country's biggest city in the 
south. The strike began on January 
30. 

Cries of "allah-u-akbar” (God Is 
great! echoed In the night yester- 
day as bearded Afghans climbed 
roofs of their baked mud houses to 
rally support against the Soviet- 
backed government. 

Afghan armoured personnel 
carriers patrolled the streets, 
appealing to Kandahar's 200,000 in- 


habitants to obey the 8.30 p.m.-to- 
1.30 a.m. curfew. 


Residents said shopkeepers in the 
city's five main bazaars and crowd- 
ed alleys had been threatened with 
fines of up to 1.000 Afghanis (about 
ELl.OOOi if they refused to reopen. 

In Paris, meanwhile, the conser- 
vative daily "Le Figaro” reported 
that Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev told former French 
premier Jacques Chaban-Delmas 
last month that Moscow would 
never let Afghanistan slip from its 
sphere of influence. 


Two Koreas meet, schedule 
to hold talks on single state 


SEOUL (UPI1. — South and North 
Korea reopen direct telephone com- 
munication between their capitals 
today in an effort to speed up 
preparatory negotiations for a 
proposed meeting of their prime 
ministers with a view to reunifica- 
tion. 


Two phone circuits linking Seoul 
and Pyongyang, the two capitals, 
will be opened at 20 a.m. today after 
more than three years of suspen- 
sion. The circuits, initially set up in 
1972, were cut off by North Korea in 
1976. 


The resumption of direct phone 
services comes as a result of a 
meeting yesterday at the truce 
village of Fanmunjom located 60 
km. north of Seoul on the border to 


discuss procedural matters for the 
prime ministers talks. 

A Southern delegation 
spokesman said following the talks 
that some progress was made on 
some Issues, but there still remain- 
ed substantial disagreements 
between the two sides. 

The two sides also agreed to hold 
talks alternately on both sides of 
the truce village, starting on 
February 19. to set up a meeting on 
possible reunification. 

The main business of yesterday's 
meeting, the first significant inter- 
Korea political contact in five 
years, was to set the stage for South 
and North Korean Premiers Shin 
Hyon Hwack and U Jong Ok to dis- 
cuss unification for the first time 
since the division of the land in 1945. 


Salvador, leftists exchange detainees 


SAN SALVADOR. - El Salvador's 
ruling Junta yesterday freed seven of 
the 13 detainees whose release had 
been demanded by leftist militants 
in exchange for the diplomatic staff 
they were holding hostage at the 
Spanish Embassy. 

A government spokesman sold a 
judge had ordered the release of the 
seven in San Miguel on the grounds 
that there was no valid reason to 


keep them under detention. They 
were set free following the release 
of seven of their 12 hostages by the 
leftists occupying the embassy. 

Leftist militants of the Popular 
League of February 28 (LP-28) seiz- 
ed the embassy in San Salvador on 
Tuesday. 

Earlier, right-wing terrorists kid- 
napped three Communist leaders 
and threatened to kill them if lef- 


tists occupying the Spanish em- 
bassy did not pull out by last night, 
but later released their hostages 
unharmed, police said. 

The Madrid government on Tues- 
day pleaded with El Salvador not to 
repeat last week’s holocaust at 
Spain’s embassy in neighbouring 
Guatemala. In which 39 people were 
killed when police stormed the 
building.

India, Pakistan assure each 
other of peaceful intent 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). — India 
and Pakistan have assured each 
other of their peaceful Intentions 
despite differences over the Soviet 
Union's military Intervention In 
Afghanistan, representatives of 
both governments said yesterday. 

The statement was made after 
two days of talks between Indian 
Foreign Secretary R.D. Sathe and 
Pakistan's Foreign Ministry chief, 
Shah Nawaz. 

Sathe said at a press conference 
that there was certain differences 
of opinion but be hoped that the 
Soviet intervention would not cause 
a strain in Indo-Pakistani relations. 

He said: “The result of our talks 
is that both countries wish to be 


friendly with each other. This is an 
important understanding.” 

The Pakistan official said : “Each 
country assured the other of its 
peaceful Intentions.” 

Meanwhile, a team of U.S. con- 
gressmen arrived in Pakistan 
yesterday to asses the country's 
military and economic needs. 
Three of the six Americans are 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives Appropriations Committee. 

They arrived in Islamabad two 
days after the departure of Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s national 
security adviser, Zbigniew 
Brzezinski. and the deputy 
secretary of state, Warren 
Christopher.

Gen. Jan Geldenbuys said the 
command forces had been tracking 
the guerrillas when they walked 
into an ambush. The guerrillas who 
survived the flreflgfat fled across 
the border, he said. 

The South West Africa Peoples 
Organization has been fighting a 
bush war for control of the mineral- 
rich territory, also known as 
Namibia, since 1966 when the 
United Nations revoked South 
Africa's mandate to administer the

The two were Identified by. a 
Japanese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman as Saulamlf Mikhailov- 
na Messerer, a teacher in the 
world-famous troupe, and her son, 
Mikhail Messerer, 31. 

John Ohta, a spokesman for the . 
U.S. embassy , said the pair came to 
the embassy on Tuesday and asked ; 
for political asylum. Both Ohta and 
the Foreign 'Ministry spokesman 
quoted the pair as saying they - 
wanted to defect to the U.S. for “a 
freer environment for artistic ac-- 
tivities." 

Their desire to emigrate to 
America was confirmed in a con-' 
vernation yesterday with a Soviet 
embassy official, the ministry said. 
The Soviet embassy would not com- 
ment on the case, but an official 
said the Bolshoi would continue its 
tour as scheduled.

Not only 
Is work the key to people’s full par- 
ticipation In a country's life, but 
economic logic disproves the out- 
dated .. confrontation of 
uhemployment-versua-lnflatlon. 
It’s like trying to cure an Uinesa by 
injecting an even worse virus into 
the patient. 

Unemployment has many causes 
— from a government’s Incorrect 
reading of Inflation’s causes and 
cures, to delayed adjustment of the 
economy, to structural change, to 
the unrestrained antics of tbe multi- 
nationals, or the lack of political 
will to take the necessary steps In 
international cooperation. 

In such a world, trade unions 
must sound tbe alarm and press for 
change fat direction in advance of 
economic disaster and in effecting 
speedy adjustment to economic 
change. They must be part of the 
national policy-making pertaining 
to Industry, investments, the labour 
market, vocational re-training and 
the fiscal system. Not only must 
trade unions be In touch with the 
political system, but with the 
media,. the business and academic 
communities and other parts of 
society. 

THE LABOUR movement must 
declare war on Inflation, not only to 
protect workers' Interests but to 
counter the distorted Idea prevail- 
ing in too many governmental 
circles that a little unemployment 
goes a long way In tackling inflation 
and that men and women must be 
damped on the labour market as 
part of the effort to rectify the 
balance of payments and the 
national budget. 

Such arguments about wages be- 
ing the main Inflationary cause 
have already been discredited. 
Inflation has many causes — the 
cost of raw materials and energy, 
economic bottlenecks and the 
differences in sectoral outputs, 
over-reliance on exchange-rate 
fluctuations rather than economic 
structural improvements, apart 
from swollen government spen- 
ding- On the other hand, organized 
labour must take seriously the need 
to encourage higher productivity. A 
sensible consumer approach must 
be cultivated alongside an effective 
incomes policy. Tax regulations 
must be properly applied. 

However, the battle against Infla- 
tion' wllf not succeed unless it is pur- , 
sued cpurageously at international 
levels by direct international trade 
union action parallel with national 
pressure.

Under certain circumstances, 
organized labour can wield 
economic power so as to break 
monopolies. lower prices and even 
Influence unemployment trends by 
creating new job sources. 

The labour economy must be a 
model for democracy in work 
places, as well aa of Improved en- 
vironmental conditions within fac- 
tories and offices. It must use its in- 
fluence to influence the overall 
quality of life. 

Organized labour in highly In- 
dustrialized societies must con- 
stantly re-examine (ts internal 
policy-making structure and the in- 
struments at its disposal. Greater 
unity In wielding labour power 
must be based on national respon- 
sibility In Its broadest sense. Cen- 
tralization should not be sought 
for its own sake, nor should it be 
allowed to alienate the rank-and- 
file from central leadership. 

WHILE TRADE UNIONS can wield 
power and Influence In the open 
societies of the industrialized lands, 
this Is not ths case In developing 
countries. They must embark on a 
tremendous organizational efforL, 
unifying all ■ democratic forces i tnr 
common national framework in 
order to Infuse real meaning into 
freedom.

Although treatment with a locally 
applied anti-yeast preparation la 
effective, this is often very difficult 
to achieve because, to ensure 
success, the nails must be kept dry 
during several weeks of treatment. 
Even when the condition does clear 
up, recurrences are unfortunately 
not uncommon. 

Sometimes a more acute type of 
bacterial Infection may develop 
around a nail, usually after a minor 
Injury, such as that caused by a 
splinter. Such infections may 
progress with alarming rapidity 
and be accompanied by much pain, 
swelling and suppuration. For this 
reason, any incipient inflammation 
around a sail should always be 
regarded with great respect and 
treatment sought as soon as possi- 
ble to prevent complications. 

- Erez the kibbutz handyman also 
came to see me recently about a 
bruise which appeared under his 
thumb nail following an errant blow 
with a hammer a few days before. 

At the time of the injury ha bad 
had It x-rayed at the local hospital, 
and luckily there had been no bone 
damage; However, the bruise had 
progressed, and by now the whole 
nail was looking very blue, tense 
and was throbbing with severe 
pain. 

In such a situation, there was 
really only one thing to do: I heated 
the end of a paper clip until It was 
red hot, and then used It to pierce 
the offending nail into the bruise. 
This allowed the trapped blood 
below the nail to escape upwards. 

Thin may seem rather harsh and 
crude, but the relief from the ten- 


complaint, particularly among 
women patients. Here, repeated 
wetting and drying seems to con- 
tribute to the condition, as does the 
use of nail varnish and varnish 
remover, so these are best avoided 
in such circumstances. 

Transverse furrows in nails are 
not uncommon and are invariably 
the remit of an episode of acute ill- 
ness, such as pneumonia, which 
has occurred two or three months 
previously.

Urban unions must take the in- 
itiative In helping the forming sec- 
tor to help itself In a boot-strap 
operation. The rural population’s 
active participation Is essential for 
the consolidation of grass-roots 
democracy. Such attempts failed In 
the past either because they were 
Imposed from above or premised on 
an elitist approach, thus deepening 
existing differences. The urban un- 
ions have the experience, the 
resources and the influence to help 
the rural sector organize Itself and 
train a leadership of Its own choos- 
ing. 

Cooperation can be the most ef- 
ficient force in rural development 
In these countries, especially as it 
creates the right kind of motiva- 
tion. But the cooperative movement 
can only make headway in the face 
of entrenched interests and, at best, 
government indifference, by 
organizing within regional 
frameworks, combining a range of 
functions, Including comprehensive 
social and economic planning. 

Only a body of such a ramified 
structure can cope with the com- 
plexities of credit financing, the 
acquisition of equipment and 
materials at reasonable cost, and 
the efficient marketing at products. 
Only if activities are In- 
itiated, directed and financed by 
the same body do they have & 
chance of success. Such regional 
cooperative organizations must be 
welded into a national framework, 
which can use its influence at the 
tap to ensure governmental In- 
volvement. in rural development 
with the right priorities. 

Such a country-wide labour 
organization will provide a conduit 
for national and International funds 
to member-organizations and help 
found sizeable economic enter- 
prises Involving big capital ln-

Special emphasis must be put cm 
getting the youth Involved in trade 
union activity through youth cen- 
tres combining education, enter- 
tainment and vocational training. 


This breakthrough, away from 
traditional patterns, will assist the 
unions in their usual functions and 
raise their status to one of 
partnership with governments in 
die upbuilding of society. 

But at all times, organized labour 
muat bear in mind that economic 
development should not become an 
end In itself, lest it lead to social un- 
rest and political Instability and 
eventually to the collapse of the en- 
tire economic process. Develop- 
ment cannot be the sole function of 
Investment to Its narrowest sense, 
but it must advance living stan- 
dards of the lower income strata bo 
as to facilitate the growth of a much 
broader-based home market, 
without which economic growth 
would be restricted to the wealthy 
classes and the multi-nationals. 

Trade unions must perform a 
central role In Institutionalizing a 
high level of public morality, lest 
political democracy buckle under 
the burden of corruption and dis- 
order and pave the way for dic- 
tatorship. 

Even the most superior indepen- 
dent Initiative In an emerging coun- 
try can be disrupted and frustrated 
by .external factors; whether a 
family aid mechanism or a chaotic 
International economic situation, 
steep rises in oil prices and raw 
materials, trade restrictions, a 
world food shortage, an Inadequate 
transfer of technology, the failure 
of rich countries to meet UN aid 
quotas, or the diversion of a 
diminishing stock of resources to 
unproductive channels, 

TRADE UNIONS in developing 


countries, as they move toward 
greater participation In their coun- 
tries' modernization process, must 
look In increasing measure to the 
family of Free World labour. The 
ICFTU. for its part, must 
streamline its educational 
operations and organisational 
assistance. The Confederation can 
help by pinpointing needs and 
possibilities and by launching 
social and economic ventures to be 
taken over by individual trade un- 
ions at a later stage. Self-^elp must 
be the guiding principle, fc~- without 
maximum self-reliance the new 
trade unions will not become the in- 
dependent bodies everyone ex- 
pects. 

All Of the ICFTU 's great work 
may be come to nought if It does not 
complement Its labours in helping 
developing countries get on their 
own feet with Its efforts to reform 
the international economic system. 

A truly balanced approach Is re- 
quired on both sides: labour 
movements In developed countries 
must help labour movements in 
less-developed countries break out 
of the vicious cycle of poverty, con- 
tingent on the consolidation of 
democracy, modernization and 
social advancement. They must not 
lean over backwards In an 
overweening tolerance of the sup- 
pression of human rights and of 
brutal authoritarianism because of 
a residua] guilty conscience over a 
colonial past. 

On the other hand, trade unions in 
emerging lands should not justify 
any accommodation with dic- 
tatorship. That kind of attitude can 
only diminish their right to seek old 
and present themselves as free, 
democratic instruments of social 
change. A minimal common 
denominator certainly exists; 
deviation therefrom must lead to 
exclusion from the Free World's 
club.

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Contract for grain shipments 
spread more evenly now 


Salary erosion is 
MK’s plaint

HAIFA. — The Dhalit Rosenfeld 
Shipping Company has taken 
another bite out of the former Zim- 
E1 Tam monopoly in the transport 
of grain imports from the U.S., The 
Jerusalem Poet learned yesterday. 

In the new, three-year contract 
for grain transport, the Ministry of 
Industry, Trade and Tourism has 
allotted Rosenfeld over 300,000 tons 
of grain annually, 90,000 tons more 
than in the old contract. Grain im- 
ports now total some 2.1 million 
tons a year. 

Yesterday Industry and Trade 
Minister Gideon Patt signed the 
new contract with the Zim and El 
Tam companies at a luncheon 
ceremony an board the El Tam 
carrier Ear Sinai, anchored in the 
port here. The contract allots the 
two firms, which have been handl- 
ing the grain imports for 20 years, 
1.0m. tons annually for their ships. 
The remainder, after Rosenf eld's 
share, will be carried in U.S. ships. 

The contract with Rosenfeld waa 
signed separately and without 
ceremony last week. 

The ministry will pay 'the com- 
panies 224.70 per ton linked to fuel 
prices, compared with only 218.20 
under the previous three-year con- 
tract. Zim executive Mordechal 
Hovers said that the rise was caus- 
ed mainly by higher fuel prices; 

The $ 1 50m. .con tract also provides 
for Zim and El Tain to carry a 
million tons of Israeli phosphates 
and potash on their outward bound 
trips. They will charge between $8 
and 29 per ton for the fertilizers, 
"covering only loading and dis- 
charging costs," Hovers told The 
Post. The Negev Phosphates 
representatives also signed the con- 


tract. 

'Minister Patt told The Poet that 
he was working for the construction 
of a grain silo at Ashdod harbour in 
addition to the Dagon silo at Haifa 
port. He said that security con- 
siderations made it intolerable for 
Israel to rely on a single silo for its 
vital grain supplies, especially in 
view of the susceptibility of grain 
dust to explosions. 

Patt stressed that private in- 
vestors would build the new silo and 
that the government would not have 
to invest in It. He revealed that the 
Dagon Company may undertake 
the project in conjunction with 
foreign Investors. 

The Ashdod silo was in his opinion 
’ also important, since it would even- 
tually he able to serve both Egypt 
and Jordan, "and It is preferable 
that the silo be . sited in Ashdod 
rather than across the border.” 

The minister conceded that the 
inadequate freight capacity of 
Israel Railways was a big 
bottleneck in the inland transporta- 
tion of the grain, hut noted that the 
railways were the Transport 
Ministry's concern. 

The Industry and Trade ministry 
announced that as a result of the 
American embargo on grain 
shipments to the Soviet Union it had. 
bought 100,000 tons at a bargain 
price. On the other hand the U.S. 
administration had reduced its 
Pood for Peace grant to Israel for 
1980 to 21m. from 25.4m. last year.

Two teams engaged in electronic 
research- arid-development are 
winners of the 1979 Rothschild 
, Prizes for Innovatlon/Export, 

' awarded at Belt Hanassi in 
Jerusalem yesterday. 

The prizes — worth 25,000 each — ' 
were Awarded yesterday to a Sci- 
Tex Corporation team for develop- 
ment of the highly sophisticated 
"Response 300” computer system, 
and to a Tadiran Israel Electronics 
team for designing a series of in- 
novative telephone exchanges that 
incorporate advanced technologies 
in the Reid of solid-state electronic 
circuitry. 

The prizes were presented at Belt 
Hanassi in Jerusalem by Lord 
Rothschild, as trustee of Tad 
Hanadiv Foundation, which 
provides the prize money. Each 
year the foundation cites in- 
dividuals who have contributed 
substantially to the advancement of 
exports through industrial exper- 
tise or applied scientific research. 

Working in the R&D laboratories 
of Scl-Tex in Herzllya, project 
manager Gideon Rosenfeld, along 
with partners Tigal Accad and 
Hagai Lachover, successfully 
adapted the "Response 300” com- 
puter system for controlled 
preparation of press-ready plates 
or cylinders for high-quality colour - 
printing. 

Colour transparencies to he 
processed are "scanned” Into the 
computer's magnetic memory in 
the form of digital signals. Then, 
each colour can separately be 
brought onto a full-colour dlBplay 
screen where the operator — usual- 
ly working against a deadline — 
can carefully check the quality and 


make any alterations in the com- 
puter memory. 

Using a "laser film drum 
recorder,” the whole operation — 
from the beginning of individual 
colour scanning to putting the final 
touches on the multi-colour page 
format — is completed within less 
than 20 min utes. With conventional 

- procedures, the same job requires 
approximately 15 hours of 
meticulous work by highly- 
experienced technicians. 

Seven of the “Response 800" units 
have been sold for 24m. since the 
model was introduced last May at . 
the Milan International Fair. 
Another 20 units are expected to be 
delivered In the course of this year. , 

The award to Tadiran was earned 
by a four-man product development 
group at the firm's telecom- 
munications division in Petah 
Tikva. Heading the group waa 38- 
year-old Binyamin Kedar, who was 
backed up by Yitzhak Ben-Yair, , 
Arye Hasdai and Ephraim Bergida. : 

Their project involved design and 

- development of an advanced multi- 1 
extension telephone system to meet ■ 
the requirements of G.T.E., a 
leading American telecom- 
munications Company. 

Besides featuring modular con- 
struction, the G.T.E.-60 and G.T.E.-

COCOA — Having held above sup- 
port in the .£1,438 to £1,400 region 
iMt month, cocoa is now likely to 
test resistance in the higher side so 
Its trading range evident above £1,- 
525. 

COFFEE — The rally back above 
Initial resistance at El .530 suggests 
that coffee’s overall downward risk 
is no longer that great. However, 
with the indicator overbought and 
further overhead resistance evi- 
dent. additional upside progress 
will be more difficult to achieve. 

SUGAR — Despite the extent of 
sugar's most recent advance, the 
charts show that gains have been 
consolidated throughout the rise. 
Therefore the downside risk Is 
probably not very great and the 
large consolidation pattern 
centred on £180 con still support 
higher objectives. 

WOOL — Strong support centred on 
500 cents should continue to limit 
the downside risk and wool is begin- 
ning to break up out of Its recent 
sideways range. 

SOYA BEAN MEAL — Critical sup- 
port Is In the £115 to £112 range and 
this looks like holding for at least 
the short term. 

BARLEY/WHEAT — The groins 
are consolidating last month's 
gains and this should support a 
further recovery attempt.

A move 
above minor resistance at £386 
would confirm higher objectives. 

LEAD — Lead's sharp two-day fall 
looks overextended and with sup- 
port from the small base area 
below £450 and the Indicator deeply 
oversold, a rally should follow. 
However, the overall pattern Is 
weaker than those of other base 
metals. 

ALUMINIUM — With the Indicator 
approaching oversold, any further 
weakness Is likely to be temporary. 
However, the pattern cannot yet 
support an advance Into new high 
ground. 

NICKEL — Nickel continues to con- 
solidate last month's gains and this 
should lead to a further advance in 
coming weeks, as the large base 
area evident below £2,950 can sup- 
port substantially higher prices.

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Policy reversal in Hebron 


LAST WEEK’S MURDER of a young' Kiryat Arba yeshiva stu- 
dent by Arab terrorists in Hebron.has caused the government of 
Israel to decide that Hebron should from now on be open to 
settlement by Jews. 

This was the message conveyed by Defence Minister Weiz- 
man, who is nominally in charge of the administered areas, to 
the Knesset yesterday; to which the Knesset offered its implied 
assent. An Alignment text decrying the settlement of Jews in 
Hebron was easily defeated. 

In fact, unless Mr. Weizman was merely being carried away 
by the force of somewhat muddled rhetoric, his statement 
suggested that the government was now committed to up- 
holding the right of Jews “to live and move freely’* not only in 
Hebron but also In Nablus and Ram alia — “and everywhere in 
Judea, Samaria and the Gaza district.” But certainly it was 
meant to sanction the idea of Jews settling right away In the 
heart of Arab Hebron. 

This may be thought to serve the FLO assassins right. But it 
does not necessarily serve the interests of Israel well. 

The govehunent’s decision is an act of near-total surrender to 
the demands of Kiryat Arba militants of the Gush Emunim per- 
suasion, even as it proposes a return to pristine He rut prin- 
ciples. It constitutes a reversal of a long established policy, 
which until now has been pursued by the Likud administration 
as well. 

The old policy was to keep Jewish settlers away from the Arab 
towns of Judea and Samaria. This need not be far away: Kiryat 
Arba Itself was built for the habitation of Jews who wished to 
live as close as possible to Hebron, the City of the Patriarchs. 

Peaceful co-existence between Jews and Arabs in the ad- 
ministered areas was, however, to be based on the separation of 
the ethnic and religious communities. The people of an all-Arab 
city like Hebron were to run their lives, as before, by 
themselves, unperturbed by the entry of Jewish settlers from 
the outside. 

It may not have been an ideal arrangement, but it worked, 
more or less, subject to the constraints of a military govern- 
ment administration. It worked especially well In conservative 
Hebron. 

To the Kiryat Arba militants, the old policy was acceptable 
only as a stepping stone to the extension of the Jewish presence 
right into Hebron Itself. 

A persistent “salami” strategy, whose gains were- almost in- 
variably, but especially of late, ratified after the fact by the 
military authorities, netted the militants ever-increasing con- 
trol of the Cave of Machpela, and more recently possession of 
the old Hadassah building in town. 

Now the militants’ wish has for the most part been granted. 
The go v ernment's plans reed n ot envisage, for^ astart, more 
than the reoccupation of five buildings that belonged to Jews 


before the 1929 massacre. But the very settlement there of 
Kiryat Arba “pioneers” whose radical nationalist alma are 
hardly a secret, will have an immediately incendiary effect. 

••Mr. .Weizman cannot have .given much thought to the kind trf 
“Pandora's box” he has lent his hand into opening. For the 
government’s action makes sense only in the context of a policy 
of territorial expansion and high-handed rule from above. 


Bickering politicians 


ONCE UPON a time, when two prominent figures clashed, they 
would settle the matter by the sword at dawn in a deserted field. 
Today when two Israeli politicians clash, they bawl injuries at 
each other through the media. 

As often as not, the disputes are thinly-disguised personal ven- 
dettas, rather than, as the protagonists claim each time, a 
difference over matters of principle. Thus there is plenty to 
criticize in Ariel Sharon's conduct as agriculture minister, and 
even more so as the de facto minister In charge of settlement in 
the administered territories. It is arguable that Mr. Sharon Is by 
and large a burden rather than an asset to his country. 

But it is hard to Ignore the intrusive fact that Fessah Grupper, 
the Liberal Knesset whip, the man who keeps hitting him with 
everything in the book, happens to be the man who seeks to 
replace Mr. Sharon, a Herat member, at the agriculture post. 
For his part, Mr. Sharon has shown himself — in his letter to 
Premier Begin seeking to brush aside Mr. Grupper's charges — 
just as much a vulgarian as his opponent. “The style is the 
man,” as the premier's secretary, Tehiel Kadishai, has sagely 
remarked. 

The effect of such an ostentatious slanging match between 
two leading Likud figures is to reduce still further the con- 
fidence possessed by the electorate in the administration ruling 
over them. 

The same observation applies — only more so — to the ex- 
change of insults between Yosef Bur^ and Shmuel Tamir, both 
cabinet ministers and both members of the Israel team that is 
negotiating with the Egyptian authorities over the most conten- 
tious subject Israel faces: autonomy in the administered areas. 
The two eminent personages know that such invective can only 
weaken their own team’s posture at the conference table. 

It Is amazing that the various disputants — of whom Labour, 
too, has had, and is still having, its ample supply — never seem 
to realize the damage they are doing both to the cause .they 
serve; and to their own prestige. Quarrels of this kind indicate a 
failure that goes deep down — 'a failure of the party or the 
cabinet itself to discipline its own members. 
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Indigestible fare 


The Post’s YOSEF GOELL discusses the difficulty of 
judging Finance Minister Hurvitz’s budget recipe. 


TN A RECENT article In The 
Jerusalem Pont, Prof. Binyamin 
Akzin suggested tbat It would be 
much healthier for the body politic 
If media commentators were to 
concentrate more on judging the 
final policy dishes put on the 
public's table than on grubbing 
around among the much less edify- 
ing back-room processes by which 
these dishes were prepared. 

This would seem at first glance to 
be sound advice, judging from the 
tendency of Israeli politleal'debates 
to revolve around the irrelevant 
and the marginal rather than the 
fundamentals. But extending Prof. 
Akzin 's analogy a bit further: the 
restaurant critics I read (as a sub- 
stitute for paying the outrageous 
prices they call “reasonable”) 
nearly always use the cleanliness of 
the kitchens — and of the 
washrooms — as an Important ele- 
ment in judging an eatery. 

The problem with applying 
Akzin 'a advice to real life is that it 
Is often impossible to Identify the 
final concoction served up to us un- 
der the guise of policy, much less to 
judge It by rational criteria. This in- 
ability to know what one is eating 
may have a perfectly Innocent ex- 
planation. 

In many cases, only time will tell 
what the implication of a given 
policy will be. Is the peace treaty 
with Egypt, for example, really the 
beginning of an overall peace 
process with the surrounding Arab 
world, or is It a hoax d la Dr. 
Tohami, which Israel has failed to 


identify or resist succumbing to? 
These two antithetical 
possibilities, and the many in- 
between variations, will undoubted- 
ly supply the grist for years of 
public debate in Israel before the 
facts eventually persuade most of 
those who are today on the wrong- 
guessing side. 

And what Is one to make of the 
final dish of the IL400b. state 
budget served up to us this week by 
a smiling Ylgael Hurvitz and a 
smirking David Levy? Obviously, 
they shouldn't both be smiling. But 
go tell which of the two has 
swallowed the canary, and which 
his tears and rage. This Is certainly 
a case of Intentional obfuscation 
and of a determination by both 
sides to a controversy to keep on 
fighting throughout the coming 
fiscal year, regardless of the for- 
mal budgetary decisions. 

IN THE ABSENCE of the ability to 
judge policy and performance on 
the basis of fact, the media com- 
mentators inevitably fall back, like 
medical internists, tea-leaf readers 
and chicken entrail diviners, on 
rooting about among the symptoms 
or among extraneous indicators 
which may or may not be relevant. 

Take the relations between Arik 
Sharon and the rest of the cabinet 
as an example. The recriminations 
tend to bring out the natural yenta 
in all of us. But who can deny that 
they- also provide the best insight 
into the government's inability to 
come to grips with the burgeoning 
crisis in the farming sector as long 


as Aiik continues as minister of 
Agriculture? 

To return to the budget fight. At 
the present time it is impossible to 
make head, or tail of the com- 
promise budget, proposal accepted 
by the economic cabinet bn Tues- 
. day. just as it is impossible to deter- 
mine "who won.” - 

It is even possible that Yigael 
Hurvitz may have lost the battle to 
keep the formal budget within 
minimally meaningful anti- 
inflationary limits but has not 
necessarily lost the war. 

Hurvitz still 'possesses the for- 
midable power of the -minister of 
finance to refuse to pay out sums 
that have been budgeted, and thus 
resort to playing the same game, 
but In reverse, often played by 
ministers who deliberately over- 
spend the budgets formally ap- 
proved for their ministries.' Eshkol 
and Saplr were past masters at us- 
ing this power. . . 

WHAT SHOULD BE clear from a 
consideration of the budget process 
of the past few weeks, however, is 
that not the slightest progress has 
been made In coming to grips with 
the congenital illness of Israel 
governments: the inability to es- 
tablish and stick to a sense of 
priorities between goals that are 
obviously all desirable but that can- - 
not be attained simultaneously. 

All Israeli governments, when 
confronted with the problem of 
wanting too many good things (and 
who is to deny that defence, educa- 
tion. child grants, welfare.and slum 
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clearance are “goodies'’?) -have 
come up with two solutions: taking 
additional loans from abroad and 
printing money to cover deficit 
financing at home. 

The cumulative result has been 
an .external debt -of close to $X5b. 
and an annual inflation rate of 150 
per cent. 

Tigael Hurvitz’. insistence on 
staying wlthfn the IL4O0b. 
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GROWING FINANCIAL and social 
problems may force Mexico into 
doubling oil production to four 
million barrels a day by the end of 
1982, thereby becoming a major 
producer. ' 

Such a decision, still the subject 
of intense debate, would have an 
Important effect on world supplies 
and prices. Mexico will reach its 
conservative production target of 
2.25 million barrels a day before 
June. It then, officially. Intends to 
keep production at a celling of 2.5 
million. 

Pern ex, the state oil monopoly, 
denies any plans for a sharp in- 
crease in output and insists that no 
decision on future production will 
be made until the 2.25 million target 
is reached. Diplomatic and oil In- 
dustry sources insist, however, that 
something is in the wind. 

The issue is being followed with 
keen interest in the U.S., which 
takes about 600,000 barrels of Mex- 
ico’s total daily exports of 700,000. 
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Mexico may be compelled, to dramatically increase its 
production of oil in the next few years, writes WILLIAM 
CfflSLETT. 
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Naturally, the U.S. would like a 
great deal more from such a close 
and reliable source, but increased 
production would stir up the 
nationalistic argument In Mexico, 
where the oil is regarded as the 
country's national heritage and 
there Is a strong antl-U.S. lobby. • 
There is no doubt that Mexico has 
the technical capacity and the 
reserves to boost production. The 
question is whether the government 
feels it can manage a huge new In- 
flow of petro-dollars. 


OUTPUT has already doubled in 
the last three years, and proven 
reserves have increased sevenfold 
to 45.8 billion barrels, the- sixth 
largest in the world. 

Doubling production again would 
fly in the face of government think- 
ing, for President Jos6 Lopez Por- 
tillo has been- at pains to stress the 
dangers of "economic indigestion." 


This, year, oil export revenue will 
exceed 510b. — fuelling 8 per cent 
economic growth but helping to 


push inflation to well over 20 per 
cent. 

This year’s budget deficit is of- 
ficially |8b.. but the government 
always overspends — and a further 
58b. will be needed to service the 
astronomic public foreign debt of 
530b. 

Mexico’s social problems are of 
such magnitude — the 3 per cent 
papulation growth rate means that 
700,000 new jobs are needed a year 
to stop 40 per cent unemployment

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THE OLYMPICS BOYCOTT

Sir, — The Olympics Committees 
of the participating countries, 
almost without exception, are op- 
posed to government — hence 
political — Interference in the 
holding of the games In Moscow. 
They represent the athletic com- 
munity, a community noted for its 
valour In field, track and other 
sports rather than Its political 
prowesp; a community that has 
trained with commitment, with 
heart, mind and body for four years 
for the once-ln-a-Ufetime opportuni- 
ty to compete against the best of all 
nations. 

The U.S. President has convinced 
his Olympics Committee to 
withdraw from the games If by 
February 20 , the Russians have not 
withdrawn from Afghanistan. The 
Russian withdrawal is not expected. 
Then what will have been achieved 
if the great majority of other 
nations nevertheless send their 
teams to Moscow? Only a wounding 
blow to American prestige which 
will be damaging to the entire free 
world. 

Before the U.S, travels too far 
along the games boycott road, It 
would be well for President Carter 
to consider an alternative which 
would provide a practical way out of 
the present impasse. If the Presi- 
dent would urge American spec- 
tators — but not the Olympic team 
— to stay away from the games and 
If ther governments would similarly 
request their nationals to remain 


home, an enthusiastic response 
might well be forthcoming. This 
would not constitute a political 
tampering with sports but would up- 
hold the right of political leaders to 
take political action against a na- 
tion that flouts the Independence of 
a neighbour. 

The Soviets, like every Olympics 
host-country, bank on a vast influx 
pf visitors from overseas. The 
visitors bring with them anri spend 
much desired foreign currency and 
thus represent an economic gain for 
the host-country which has invested 
enormous sums In providing 
facilities for them. Not less Impor- 
tant from the Soviet point of view, 
they could be a captive audience for 
a sophisticated -course In com- 
munist lndocrination. 

Let the competition go on hut let 
the absence of spectators from the 
free countries echo through empty 
hotel rooms and deserted resorts. 
Hie Russians will get the message, 
although not with sufficient force to 
cause their .withdrawal from 
Afghanistan. Let us not delude 
ourselves: the tools to achieve that 
goal are not forged in the Olympics 
arena.
